nourishment and 
blood 
transfusions wen;

Two of' them, early this week, 
gave him the strength to warrant 
a second operation yesterday. 


A third 
transfusion 
was per- 


formed immediately after the op- 
eration, but the general sank into 
a coma and failed to rally. 
At 3:30 this morning, General 
Edwards began to sink rapidly.

Horatio 
Rogers, 
attending 
physician, 
hurriedly 
summoned 
Dr. Richard H. Miller, the sur- 
geon in charge of the case.

ter a consultation, Mrs. Charles A.

When a call went out from the 
hospital a few days ago appealing 
for'volunteers for a blood trans- 
fusion,' former doughboys of the 
26th all but fought to get there 
first.

General Edwards was one of

'several times for its gallant work 
and General Edwards himself, was

honored twice by the French gov-

ed by him. 
General Edwards was born in

ation of General Berenguer and 
his cabinet, cancelled parliamen- 
tary elections which were sched- 
uled for March 1 and.15 and im- 
mediately began conferences with 
political leaders with a view to 
formation of a new cabinet. 


Whi)e the cabinet had been un- 


der fire for several weeks, in- 
deed from its very inception "in 
January, 1930, the situation which 
brought its' fall developed only 
late last night when the Count 
of Romanones and other import- 
ant 
Liberal . monarchist 
leaders 
withdrew their 
support of the 


cabinet's election program. 
De Romanones, a former prem- 


ier, 
and the Marquis De Alhuce- 
mas, issued a statement in which 
they said that they would par- 
ticipate in the forthcoming elec- 
tions because they believed the 
abstention would set a bad pre- 
cedent, but that upon convening 
of the cortes, or parliament, they 
would ask its dissolution, and con- 
vocation of a convention to write 
a new Spanish constitution. 
The election 
program, 
which 


King Alfonso had put into decree 
from February 7, bringing within 
the immediate future a return to 
parliamestary rule 
after 
seven 
years of dictatorship and virtual 
dictatorship, had already been un- 
der fire from extremist elements, 
who had voted not to participate 
in the balloting.

"Along with academic suqcess 
and athletic fame, Carl has .won 
the highest friendship 'and respect 
of all his classmates. 
He has 


been quiet, unobtrusive, but al- 
ways a staunch friend, always a 
good sodier.

Carl 'is listed in the

academy directory as residing, in 
Dayton, Texas, where his mother 
and two brothers are living, but 
his real "home" is

ROBBERS DOWN WHEN THEY 
MAKE, ATTEMPT LOOT BANKS 


DALLAS, 
Feb. 
13.—(/P)—The 
Texas State Bankers' association, 
which, several years ago, posted 
a standing reward of $5,000 each 
for "dead bank robbers," has is- 
sued a renewal appeal to "shoot 
to kill." 
The latest offensive was sug- 
gested 
by an 
advertisement in 
the Texas Bankers' Record, offi- 
cial publication of the association, 
which exhorted members to "oil 
up the rifles" and "fight robbers 
with lead." 
Pointing out that 
there 
had 
been nine robberies and hold-ups 
of banks since January 1 this 
year, the advertisement domments 
that "it seems necessary to kill 
a bank robber to stop attacks on 
our 'banks." 


"Do you realize hat more banks 
have been robbed in Texas since 
January 1, 1931, than were rob- 
bed during the two years 1929 
and 1930?" i«teads the 
advertise- 
ment. "This is true. It Isn't be- 
cause of the 'depression,' cold win- 
ter months, and a lot of other 
alibis we generally use. It is be- 
cause we have become lax in our 
precautions. 
"A sure way to stop the hold- 
up'boys, whether they be local, 
ambitious gangs, or imported bad 
men is very simple. 
"It is only a matter of killing 
a bank-robber, and paying $5,000 
for the. carcass. 
One : dead rob- 


ber will save 25 robberies in the 
next two months in Texas. 
"So there is nothing to do but 


go gunning for a robber. 
Your 


bank may be the next. 
They 
may come at the noon hour, or 


as early as you open up, or after 
you have closed in the afternoon. 
Be prepared and have some 'vig- 
ilantes' about your bank prepar- 
ed. 


"Fortunately most of these rob- 
bers have been caught. But those 
still at large must rob banks to 
get money to liberate their bud- 
dies who are caught. 


"Besides using all the 
usual 
precautions against the bandits, 
like closing during the noon hour, 
leaving blinds on bank widows 
up, having the minimum of cash 
out, 
throwing the bolts 
v.n 
the 
vault door, etc., see if you can't 
work out a scheme to pour 
some 


hot lead into one or more of 
these gentlemen who are accus- 
tomed to come in and demand 
that you: 'Stick "em up.'"

Train No. 20 destined for Hous- 
ton and No. 38 to San Antonio 
arrived in Corsicana on time, and 
No. 18 better known ae the Owl, 
was slated to arrive at 1:10. As 
the engineer of No. 18 approached 
the trestle across the old channel 
of Chamber creek, he picked up 
a red semaphore and immediate- 
ly brought the train to a halt, 
sending a member of the train 
crew ahead to investigate 
the 


cause of the unusual signal, The 
signal was about a mile and three 
quarters 
north 
of- 
the 
trestle. 
Porter Finds Kail Removed 
As the negro porter approached 
the north end of the trestle he 
looked ahead and saw the next

HOW THE TIJUTH MAKES FREE. 


There is a widespread but mis- 
taken tendency on the part of the 
informed 
to withhold from 
the 
common people the light that has 
come to themselves in their par- 
ticular fields of thought. 


This premise held true in the 
realm of medicine until rather re- 
cent date; now there seems to be 
some letting down of the bars 
that shut the common people out 
from any medical understanding. 
Prescriptions written 
in 
Latin, 
diagnoses couched In highly tech- 
nical terms, no explanations to 
the patient of 
the 
underlying 
cause, nor insight into the way 
the cure works—these measures 
that constituted a veritable priest- 
hood of medicine are giving way 
to the popularization of mental 
and physical hygiene. 


The premise is true of religion, 
where many churches demand obe- 
dience to authoritative pronounce- 
ments of doctrine instead of let- 
ting,each man's heart feel its way 
through to a reason for the hope 
that is in him. It waa the One 
who had tossed aside iM blinders 
of authority who said: "The Sab- 
bath is made for man, and not 
man for the Sabbath;" and it was 
one from -whom the old authority 
was slipping 'as scales from his 
eyes who said: "The just shall live 
by faith." 


There had long been a feeling 
in the academic world that phil- 
osophy was over the heads of the 
masses. But Will Durant's "Story 
of Philosophy," without in any way 
cheapening 
the sublime implica- 
tions of the term, reaches a sale of 
over 300,000 copies. 
The mind of

bedrock as much 
as 100 feet below. Recent prac- 
tical 
results of this exploration 


were described to the American 
Institute of Mining and Metal- 
lurgical Engineers today by E. G. 
Leonardon of New York. 


The electrical feeler current sub- 


stitutes .for the usual exploring 
drill. Instead of bringing up sam- 
ples of the substances if penetrat- 
es, the outrent sends back mes- 
sages telling how much reistance 
it encounters. From this the en- 
gineers can tell what kind of. a 
layer of earth or rock makes the 
resistance. 


Compact rock sends a message 


of high resistance. Soft rocks are 
good conductors, with low reslst- 
ence. Sand is often puzzling, a 
snare as always.
